WORKS BOARD MAY 


AWARD CONTRACTS 


Court Holds That Board is 


Presumed to Be Acting 


With Honesty. 


•Tudge Yaple iu the superior court this 


afternoon dissolved the temporary re- 
straining order issued in the suit of An- 
drew J. Moynihan to enjoin the board 
of works from receiving bids and award- 
ing contracts for paving certain streets 
in Fort Wayne. 


The court first modified the Injunction 


to permit the board to receive bids, as 
prayed for in the motion by City At- 
torney H. G. Hogan. The whole order 
was then dissolved and there is nothing 
now to prevent the board from receiving 
bids and awarding contracts according 
to the procedure prescribed by the laws 
of the state. 


Honesty. Must Be Presumed. 


Judge Yaple's decision went exhaust- 


ively into the law and into the rulings 
and opinions of the higher courts upon 
the po%yers and functions of boards of 
works, city councils and other local leg- 
islative and executive bodies. The court

mated at about ?85, the two young cows 
being of a valuable strain of 
stock. 


Stockmen of Hnntington say no other 
losses through the harmful disease have 
resulted'in this county or the surround 
ing vicinity, as the discovery of the af- 
fliction has been made recently. 


That the malady, which, while not 


forming an epidemic, is to bo feared, is 
the word that comes from medical and 
stock experts. While not contagious, tliu 
disease, caustxl by natural results, may 
attack herds in the various portions of 
the country, causing inestimable dam- 
age.

Behind it was at no time as 
alert or as widespread a sentiment as the sentiment for 
piohibitiou. The sentiment for prohibition, moreover, is 
organized and militant. It is a crusade rather than a 
mere belief. It has written itself into law in 71 per cent. 
ot the. area of the nation, so that what remains for it to do 
to triumph, is less than what it has already achieved' 
•Long ago, foreseeing men in the liquor trade warned their 
colleagues that if the saloon was to remain a source of 
private .profit it would need to clean house-that is keep 
within the regulations fixed by law, not mix unduly in 
politics, and, above all, not fatten its bar receipts bv an 
alliance with the .social evil. By some liquor men" the 
warning was headed; by many, ignored. Those who ig- 
nored will be among the first to be put out of business; for 
prohibition isn t likely to come at once, but by degrees as 
in Ohio, where the preliminary steps are a large reduction 
in licenses and a stiffening in the' enforcement ot excise 
regulations. 


The thunders of applause wldeh greeted Hobson 's re- 


cent speech in congress in behalf of federal prohibition 
can be understood only when the-foregoing facts are borne 
m mind. It doesn't seem likely that total abstinence can 
ever be wholly secured by legislation.

This movement, which is along tho lines 


so popular In England, offers a problem 
that requires careful study and handling 
by those who stage athletic exhibitions 
which deoend vfor success upon gate re- 
ceipts. 
Fortunately big league business 


has to date held a. position ^above. sus- 
picion but recent wrangles among the 
club owners of tho National league have 
not helped the game in the eyes of the 
fans.
